All tho proolncts in this vnlloy, in­ 
cluding two Covina city procinctB, two 
country procinets, Puonte niul Churter 
Oak, gave a strong majority ugainst 
tho non-partisan measure ut tho oluc- 
tion last TuoBilny. 


A majority of 28 votes in favor of 
tho good roads bonds was given in 
Covina city precinct No. 2; a majority 
o£ six votes in favor of the bonds in 
•Covins city• pi'teinot Nw-J; but' alHIni 
other precincts went against the bonds 
by a considerable majority. 


Puonto precinct gave the largest ma­ 
jority against tho bonds of any in this 
locality. This was due to local condi­ 
tions. The ranchers in that district 
havo wcently finished macadamizing 
the boulevard from Puonte to Oovina, 
and tho tax because of this improve­ 
ment is high. They have UIHO just put 
down the principal streets of Puonte in 
macadam, and this has increased taxes. 
"Whilo many ranchers expressed thorn* 
solves in favor of good roads, they felt 
that the time was not tho right one for 
voting bonds tliut would add to un ill- 
ready heavy load. 


Voting on the various amendments 
except tho first two seemed to bo some­ 
what perfunctory and vague.

. Colorado Scenery 


Green Country of Many Brooks and 
Rivers Impresses Visitor, and Also 
r^ct That Mountains Are Accessible 
by Good Roods—Feather River Scen­ 
ery Voted First Place. 


(By MiBS Ethel Holly.) 


I have jtiht roturncrt from n viBit of 
throe months in Colorado and huvo been 
requested by the Argus editor to givo 
my impressions of the trip. 


My stopping place was Denver, which 


is a beautiful little city about half tho 
nizo of 1.08 Angeles. 


Leaving home as I did in the summer, 
when the lawns and shrubbery were 
dry from the lack of rains, the lawns 
and trees of Colorado looked unusually 
green and refreshing. The smallest cot­ 
tage and tho largest mansions have 
their lawns in tho back yards as well 
as the front. And there is no lack of 
shade, as ulmost all the streets are lined 
with maple or poplar trees. 


Business in Denver, UB well as in 


standstill, but showed some sign., of 
becoming bettor, and tho business men 
seem more cheerful. 


About the most enjoyable times I had 
were spent on tripB to tho many moun- 
tuin resorts. These resorts can all be 
reached by auto, over convict-made 
gravol boulevards that arc wide enough 


in most places for two machines to pass 
safely. An afternoon will take you far 
up into the beautios of the mountains 
and return you homo again in time for 
tho evening dinner. One of the first and 
most enjoyable trips I had was one to 
Georgetown, 
about 
flfty 
miles from 
Denver. The roads were good all tho 
way and traveled by many auto par­ 
ties, Tho roads wind around the side 
of tho mountains and through the val­ 
leys that have walls hundreds of feet 
high. On our return we stopped at Ida­ 
ho Spriugs, a watering place. Sulphur 
springs supply the drinking water and 
the baths. 


Another famous watering place ' is 
Hanitou,' about live miles from Colorado 


Springs. This trip we took by auto over 
woll-mado gravel roads, mnking the 
oighty-fivs miles in about three hours 
from Denver. 
Mnnitou is at tho foot 
of tho famous Pike's Peak cog-road, 
and has iron and soda springs. A large 
number of wealthy New York men, 
who have homes near Manltou, have 
formed a company and plan to spend 
four million of dollars in improvements 
there, making Manitou tho "Carlsbad 
of tho Wost." 


Howovor, after all tho wonders of 
tho Rockies, I can truly say that the 
most beautiful, scenery I had on all my 
trip, even surpassing the Royal Gorge, 
was tho Feather river canyon in North­ 
ern California. Tho California moun­ 
tains, with their immense pino trees 
and ferns and shrubs, I believo are 
equally as wonderful ns tho Rocky 
mountains. We have a few fine summer 
resorts in our mountuin parks, but no 
convenient way to ronch them. Colo­ 
rado poople have no ocean resorts, so 
mako tho most of their mountains. They 
have arranged for people who are not 
auto owners by laying railroads equip­ 
ped with comfortable open observation 
cars, running to tho most poulur places. 
There uro many of these trips that can 


in many wayB and beautiful 
5.n many 
others and it seems not at all impro­ 
bable that another source of attraction 
might come through opening up the 
mountains by railroad and boulevard, 
and surely it would add much pleasure 
to California peoplo to have the won­ 
derful mountain parks and drives easy 
of access.

PRUNING THE WALNUT. 


(Written for the California Culti­ 
vator by Sacramento valley contribut­ 
or.) 


Marty people believe that there is 
somothing very mysterious about the 
English walnut and that it cannot bo 
handled and pruned and cared for as 
other trees are. Some believe that if 
the tap root is cut the tree will be no 
good and that if the top is pruned like 
that of other trees gVeat injury will 
bp done. That both of these ideas are 
wrong is proven by thousands of good 
trees grafted in the nursery and pruned 
like other trees as they grow in the 
orchard. 


There are some general laws of na­ 
ture that apply ta nearly all trees. If 
a bud or graft of the variety of fruit 
dosirod to bop ropagated is placed in 
a root stock with which it will make 
a good union, and Jho conditions are 
Tight, it will 
make a 
satisfactory 
growth in the nursery row whether it 
is English walnut on black or hybrid 
root, pruno on myroblan or peach or 
other root, peach on peach root, or any 
of the other many satisfactory com­ 
binations. 


And when these young trees aro dug 
from the nursery some of the roots 
must necessarily bo cut off. Neverthe­ 
less they will grow, if soil, moisture and 
cultural conditions are right, and the 
young trees are properly handled. 
The same jreneral principle! must be 
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BIRTHS,

any other. During the first few years 
of growth it should be so trained as to 
make a strong frame work for a-super­ 
structure of bearing wood. And this 
cannot be accomplished by letting long 
"leadors" grow without pruning. In 
this case the load of fruit must be sus­ 
tained at the end of long limbs and that 
brings pressure on the crotch., where it 
joinst he tree like a long lever. The 
same thing is true of the unpruned 
prune tree. 


This fact about the pruning of the 
walnut was brought out emphatically 
at the nurserymen's convention in San 
Francisco by Geo. C. Roeding of FreB- 
no, and many other authorities. It was 
stated that because some of our newer 
plantings in California aro being prop­ 
erly handled they will undoubtedly be­ 
come the best in the world, for many old 
planting in this state and in Europe 
have not been properly pruned—to their 
detriment at the present time.

financial resources havo enabled us to 
steady the markets of tho world and to 
facilitate necessary movements of com­ 
merce which tho war might othorwiso 
have rendered impossible, and our peo- 
plo havo come more and more to a sober 
realization of tho part they havo beon 
called upon to play in a time when all 
the world is shaken by unparalled dis­ 
tresses and disasters.

Clifton informs/the Leader that in his 
judgment tho law protecting deer is 
going to fail in its purpose unless a 
high enough bounty is placed on moun­ 
tain lions to serve as an incentive for 
their destriction. 
Coincident with the 
appearance of deer in greater 
abun­ 
dance in this part of the forest reserve 
are found the tracks of the mountain 
lion, constantly on their trail. There is 
a minimum fine of $100 for a man to 
kill a deer, but a mountain lion may 
kill several in a season and a reward 
of only $20 is offered for his carcase, 
Mr. Clifton thinks the bounty on moun­ 
tain Hons should be raised to at least 
$100. 
Then there would be some hope 
of thinning them out. 


The immediate occasion for these re­ 
marks was the finding by Mr. Clifton 
last Saturday of the remains of a two- 
point buck which had been killed b y a 
lion and the carcass partially devoured. 
It was found about a mile up on the 
west fork in San Dimas canyon, and 
there was evidence to show that there 
had been a terrific struggle 
between 
tho lion and its prey extending for two 
or three hundred yards down tho hill 
side. Mr. Clifton, 
after having sum 
moned witnesses to the scene, decided 
that tho victorious beast might get in­ 
digestion and a bad temper if he left 
the Test of tho carcass to him, so he 
kindly removed it for more decent in­ 
terment.

Who Eats Blackeyes? 


The Largest Markets 


We often have requests for informa­ 
tion as to where the most of our black- 
eye^peas or beans are sold, especially in 
view of the fact that but few are con­ 
sumed in California. We note the fol­ 
lowing which appeared in a recent Flor­ 
ida Times-Union: 


" T h e blackeye bean, or black-eyed 
pea, as the dictionary has it, is un­ 
known in the North, but used in great 
quantities in the South. So large is'the 
"demand in Florida that the thre dis­ 
tributing points of Jacksonville, Tam­ 
pa and Pensacola receive about 25,000 
bags a year on an average at a valua­ 
tion of $4 a bag, the supply coming 
principally from California. 


" I t 
is a favorite 
food among the 
negroes 
in 
turpentine 
and 
logging 
camps, preferred by them in fact to 
any other staple article of food; par­ 
ticularly when mixed with rice in a 
dish known by the singular name of 
"hopping J o h n . " 
It has been found 
invaluable for conferring energy and 
enabling tne laborers to sustain pro 
tractcd effort. It is also found on hun­ 
dreds of tables among the white popu­ 
lation. 


" W h y , though, should $100,000 or so 
be sent to Californiae very year for 
an article that could be grown in great 
profusion in Florida? 
The answer is 
that the California black-eyed pea will 
keep as long at least as a year in stor­ 
age, dry and free from weevils; the 
Florida product is attacked b y weevils 
soon after it is gathered and in a short 
time is alive with the insect. 


"Evidently, if it could be preserved 
from tho weevil this pea would be a 
great 'money crop^' for this state. 
I t 
is a tropical vine and the climate of 
Florida is exactly suited to it. 
The 
California article is said to bo rather 
larger than that of this state, but that 
is mainly a matter of seed selection. 
There is demand for it in other parts 
of this section, but no Southern state 
is able to compete with California in 
its production—at least, the weevil at­ 
tacks the crop of every Southern state. 


"Somo five or seven years ago only 
a few carloads of these peas were im­ 
ported 
from 
California 
into 
Florida. 
They were then quoted at one dollar 
a bag less than the price for Lima 
beans or pea beans. Now Florida alone 
receives f rem tfco Pacifta : coast" about 
fifty, carloads of 500 bags each! a. year, 
•and thoy sell for $1 a bag more than 
tho other leguminous foods mentioned. 
It was soon discovered in the trade that 
tho Pacific 
coast 
product is weovil- 
proof and thero has been considerable 
speculation as to how this immunity 
was secured. Investigation has develop­ 
ed the fact that black-eyed peas are 
subjected to a temperature of 125 de­ 
grees for eight or ten hours, or of 140 
to 150 degreos for a shorter time, all' 
tho eggs, larvae and adults of tho wee­ 
vil -will bo destroyed, provided tho pro­ 
cess is properly carried out. If through 
a chamber heated to 180 degrees on a 
belt conveyor a temperaturo fatal to 
tho weevil in all its stages will be reach­ 
ed throughout tho mass in from twenty 
to thirty minutes, provided tho peas 
are not deeper than three 
or 
four 
inches, or tho depth may bo greater if 
they are in trays provided with wire 
netting bottoms."' 


APPLES PAY WELL 


IlC OHINO DISTRICT. 


Bert 
McCroskey, -who resides 
near 
Chino, is cleaning up a bunch of money 
this year on an apple crop. He has 12 
acres of 8-year-old trees which he set 
out himself, and the orchard is bring­ 
ing him in close to $100 an acre this 
year. 


The orchard is made up of Red As­ 
trakhan, 
Greening, 
Bellflower, 
White 
Pearmain 
andMissouri 
Pippin 
trees. 
The earliest crop begins ripening early 
in July and the differnt varieties string 
along until late December, givipg Mr. 
McCroskey plenty of, time to gather 
and harvest the crop. This year he is 
taking about fifteen hundred boxes/of 
apples from the orchard, and they are 
bringing him from 50 cents \o a dollar 
a box. The average is a trifle over 75 
cents, and the cleanup •will be about 
twelve hundred dollars. 


Mr. McCroskey picks and markets 
his own crop. He loads'up big packs of 
them and sells them out by the box. 
The supply is not equal to the demand, 
There are about two hundred acres of 
apples in the district where Mr. M c ! 
Croskey lives. 


" A c r e for acre I would not trade 
my apples for any crop I know of," 
says Mr. McCroskey. 
"Seems to me 
they pay better and surer returns than 
alfalfa, 
cattle or anything 
else the 
Chino Tanchers grow. I t is necessary to 
take good care of the trees in order to 
avoid, destruction from insects of var­ 
ious kinds, but a farmer has to take 
care of any crop or lose it, and I re 
gard apples as one of the easiest crops 
to grow and market."—Pomona Pro­ 
gress.

- -i in' thiB way. We feel that each year 
,. should see' alarger area protected, but

,tho industry will be no better prepared 
i to cope. with a severe freeze than it 
' was three years ago. 


One important reason for the lack of 
.••'attention to this equipment seems to 
be the lack of knowledge of how to 
' go about the matter. Various paints 
and waterproof materials have been 
/suggested with which the pots might be 
Jdipped. We have made obesrvations of 
large numbers of these materials and 


v find that none of them has given abso­ 
lute satisfaction. The best thing that 
we have seen is fortunately one of the 
cheapest; namely, pure asphalt applied 
hot. 
We have in mind one set of 
i smudge pots which were dipped in hot 
asphalt over threo years ago and have 
not been redipped since, that seem to 
b e i n perfect condition. These pots

could not hope for as good results as 
this in all cases, and even with the as­ 
phalt treatment we feel that some re- 
treatment should be given every season. 


The writer recently observed a meth­ 
od of preparing an ddipping pots which 
he believes is worth the attention of 
citrus'growers in general. It consists 
briefly of the following operations. 


Heating to melt the old coating on 
the pot. This was done by holding the 
empty pot over a burning pot. A rack 
was built above the flame for this pur­ 
pose and tongs were used to turn the 
pots until all parts were heated. 


Wiping the pot 'to remove the old 
coating which was melted. This was 
done with old pieces of burlap. Whore 
necessary, a putty knife or other piece 
of steel was used to scrape out small 
rust pockets. 


Dipping the bottom and sides of pot 
in tho hot asphalt. For the purpose of 
melting the asphalt the ordinary stock 
feed stove, No. 20, which retails for 
about $20 was used. Either wood or 
coal can be burned in such stoves, giv­ 
ing a cheap, safe and convenient meth­ 
od for keeping the asphalt melted. 


As the pot is lifted out of the as­ 
phalt a ful, sheet of newspaper is 
placed in the bottom and the edges 
turnred up along the sides of the pot 
to hold the asphalt in position until it 
is dry. In this way the pot can im­ 
mediately be placed on the ground in 
position for refilling or stacked away. 


The cost of cleaning and dipping the 
bowl of the pots in the case observed 
was, for'material and labor complete, 
a little less than four cents a pot. The 
treatment for the top of the pot can 
probably be handled more quickly and 
cheaply by using some good asphalt 
paint with a brush. The treatment of 
the tops in this way would probably 
cost about three cents more. 


In the use of smudge pots one should 
so plan the work wherever possible that 
the .pots will never be burned entirely 
to the bottom. If one pot to each tree 
is provided it will usually be possible 
to rotate the use of the pots so that 
they are never burned lower than with' 
in two inches of the bottom./This seems 
to be: a very important' feature in the 
life of, the'e e^ttljyn^p^,^,'

POSTMASTER 
LINCOLN. 


W M Happened Whence Was Called 
Upon to Square Accounts. 


On Mny 7. 1833, says F . F. Browne 
in "The Everyday Life of Abraham 
Lincoln," Lincoln was appointed post* 
master nt New--Salem, 111., by Presi­ 
dent Jackson. 
The duties of the posi­ 
tion were light, for there was only one 
mall a week and the remuneration 
was correspondingly small. 


The office was too Insignificant to be 
considered politically, and it was giv­ 
en to the young man because every 
one liked Jiim and because be was the 
only man willing to take it who could 
make out the returns. 
He was exceed­ 
ingly pleased with the appointment be­ 
cause It gave him a chance to read ev­ 
ery newspaper that was taken in the 
vicinity. 
He had never been able to 
get half the. newspapers he wanted, 
and the office gave him the prospect 
of a constant feast. 
Not wishing to 
be tied to the office, since it yielded 
trim no revenue t h a t ' would 
reward 
l-.lin for the confinement, he made a 
;»o:;t"fik-e of his hat. 
Whenever he 
went out he put the letters In his bat. 
When n person who expected a letter 
mot the postmaster be found also the 
poiitofflce, and the public official, tnk- 
liiK off his hat. looked over and deliv­ 
ered the mail 
wherever the public 
misfit I!ml lihn. 
He kept the office un­ 
til it was discontinued or was removed 
to Petersburg. 


A small balance due the government 
remained In Lincoln's hands at the dis­ 
continuance of the office. 
Time pass­ 
ed on mid he had removed to Spring­ 
field mid was practicing law, having 
his place of business in Dr. Henry's 
office. 
Meanwhile his struggle 
with 
poverty 
was unab<Ued, and he had 
often been obliged to borrow money 
from his friends to purchase the barest 
necessaries. It was at that Juncture 
that a government 
agent 
called to 
make a settlement of the old postofflce 
accounts. 
The Interview took place in 
the presence of Dr. Henry, who thus 
described it to Mr. Browne: 


"I did not believe be had the money 
on hand to meet the draft, and I was 
alwut to call him aside and offer to 
lend him the money when he asked 
the agent to be seated. 
He went over 
to his trunk at his boarding house and 
returned 
with an old blue sock, in 
which a quantity of silver and copper 
coins was tied up. 
Untylng'the sock, 
he poured the contents upon the table 
and proceeded to count the coins. 


"The government agent found that 
the pile contained the exact amount 
of the draft to a cent and in the iden­ 
tical coins that Mr. Lincoln had re- 
delved. 
He never under a n y circum­ 
stances used trust funds."

Of 16,000 Parson* Who Left tha City 
Under Pladga of 8afety Only Ona 
Man, Except a Few Prisoners Taken, 
Escaped Maaaaera. 


In this wondrous day of wire and 
wireless w e learn, 
half 
across the 
world, the events of the day almost in­ 
stantaneously, and the very elements 
carry abroad the, news. It is more 
than romance; it Is miracle, but a mir­ 
acle that may banish forever from the 
pages of the future historian and ro­ 
mancer, one of the most dramatic fig­ 
ures of the past—the messenger bring­ 
ing first news from the, battlefield. 


Long even before Pheidippides of 
Marathon ran to Athens from the im­ 
mortal 
battlefield, 
cried 
"Victory!" 
and fell dead the messenger held a 
place in myth and chronicle that he 
has maintained for centuries. 
Some­ 
times he is merely the swiftest rider 
or runner, sometimes a hero of the 
fight, chosen as an honor to bear glad 
tidings; sometimes a bard pressed ref­ 
ugee, sometimes*even a lone survivor. 


Lady 
Elizabeth 
Thompson 
Butler, 
the distinguished woman painter of 
wartime scenes, of which "The Roll 
Call" is most famous, once illustrated 
in a less known painting one of the 
most tragic episodes in the history of 
modern England—the arrival of Dr. 
William Brydon a t Jalalabad, Jan. 13. 
1842. 
Her terrible little picture shows 
the young Scotch surgeon, dazed, des­ 
perate, exhausted, clinging half con­ 
scious to his wearied horse as the walls 
of the city loom in sight. 


He had come from Kabul, through 
tho mountains, In midwinter, one of a 
retreating army of British and native 
troops, accompanied by swarms of at­ 
tendants and camp followers. 
With 
them a t first were also,nine English­ 
women, wives of officers, 
including 
Florentia, Lady Sale, wife of Sir Rob­ 
ert Sale, the commander a t Jalalabad, 
and his daughter. 
There were also 
•fourteen children. 
A long, intricate 
and hideous series of blunders, treach­ 
eries and murders had brought the 
tremendously outnumbered British iu 
Kabul to the point where evacuation 
of the city and aoceptance of a prom 
iscd safe conduct to Jalalabad seem 
ed to their leaders the best that could 
be hoped for, and If be retreat began. 


But the Afghans did not keep their 
word/and soon there were no leaders. 
Before the'march was-half over many 
were slain and' conditions - w e r e ' sC 
hopeless' that/the others yielded ,tb,.n 
proposal to surrender the commanding 
general himself, General Elphln'stone. 
together with the women and chil­ 
dren, Into the care of the Afghan chief. 
Akbar Khan, ns hostages, but not un­ 
til the Kurd Kabul wtis passed. 


The gorge of the Kurd Kabul Is u 
five mile r-ivlne between high moun­ 
tains, so narrow, lofty and grim that 
in winter the sun scarcely reaches Its 
depths. 
Thnt January It was deep In 
snow, the rocks were glazed wltii Ice, 
and upon every mountain slope, in-ev­ 
ery crevasse, behtud every 
bowlder, 
lurked the fanatic Afghan tribesmen, 
with their long guns and long knives. 
Weary, crowded, half crippled by frost, 
the 
confused and formless 
masses 
struggling through the gloomy canyon 
soon lost all semblance of an army, 
ns the slaughter soon lost all sem­ 
blance of battle. 
It became simply the 
massacre of a rabble, and .the snow 
grew red. 


"Three thousand men," says the his­ 
torian Sir J. W. Kaye. "fell under the 
fire of the enemy or dropped down 
paralyzed and exhausted to be slaugh­ 
tered by Afghnn knives. 
And amid 
these 
fearful 
scenes 
of 
carnage, 
through n shower af matchlock balls, 
rode English Indies on horseback or iu 
camel panniers, sometimes vainly en­ 
deavoring to keep their children be­ 
neath their eyes and then losing them 
in the confusion and bewilderment of 
the desolating march." 


After the general became a captive 
with the women the rout and slaughter 
Increased in horror. 
The Jugdulluk 
pass succeeded the Kurd 
Kabul: a 
dark, steep, winding track ascendiug 
high among frowning crags, and bar 
rlcaded at its narrowest point. It was 
a trap. 
Tho fugitives were caught 
beyond escape. A mere handful emerg­ 
ed alive. 


Within sixteen miles of Jalalabad 
only six of these remained. 
Before 
those sixteen miles were covered five 
of the six had. been killed by strag­ 
gling marauders. 
Dr. Brydon alone, one man out of

CALIFORNIA BOYS CROSS 


CONTINENT AS CONTEST PRIZE 


Twenty-eight California 
boys 
have 
won' the prize of a nine-thousand-mi|e 
journey across the continent and back. 
Those' boys are the chompions in the 
crop-growing contests conducted by six­ 
ty-five boys' agricultural clubs organiz­ 
ed by tho university of California. 


These boy farmers have 
performed 
such feats as raising five times as many 
bushols of potatoes to the acre as does, 
the average California potatoe-grower, 
or of feeding pigs so that they scored 
an average gain of three pounds a day 
apiece for ten days, or of making a 
net profit at tho rato.of over $250 an 
acre on potatoes or mixed vegetables. 


The month's journey from the Paci­ 
fic to the Atlantic and back which was 
the prizo of their exploits as scientific 
farmers began with attendance at a 
convention, at tho university farm of 
tho university of California, of all the 
boys' agricultural clubs in California. 
There were 309 delegates there, or more 
than had ever attended such a boys' 
agricultural club state convotion ever 
before in America. 
The sixty-five Cali­ 
fornia 
boys' clubs represented 
were 
scattered over a distance a's groat as 
all tho way from New York to Atlanta, 
or from New Orleans to Chicago. 


The whole 309 young farmers went 
from the' convention at the university 
farm by special train to visit the Pan 
ania-Pacific International Exposition in 
San Francisco.
